The Passing of the American Forest. 


Despite the rapid passing of the 


American forest, lumbering still stands 
in fourth place among the industries o/ 
the United States. Nearly three hun- 
dred thousand men are employed m 
lumbering occupations, and more than 
a hundred million dollars are annually 
divided among them in wages. Al- 
though the forests are falling faster 
than they can ever be restored, the 
demand for timber is increasing. The 
result seems inevitable, and present a 
problem as far-reaching as the area of 
the United States itself. 


The picturesque logging regions of 


the northern woods, which" once pro- 
duced nearly oue-half our entire sup- 
ply, today hold iu store but little of 
the valued pine which made them 
famous, and the cedar is also rapidly 


its way across the state, and a supply 
of tobacco was found at Conestoira. 
The emigrants got a lot of it. "but fail- 
ed to get any pipes, and so could not 
smoke unless they made pipes them- 
selves. Necessity is the mother of in- 
vention. You may have heard that re- 
mark before. Anyhow, one of the men 
rolled a leaf of the tobacco in his hand 
aud wrapped it with another leaf. 
That was the first stogy. Others fol- 
lowed his example, and they all called 
the article that they made a stosa 
in honor of the town at which the to- 
bacco was secured.
